Daily programs ai*e 
retransmitted by Radio Luxembourg, Radio 
Bari, Radio Rome, Radio Naples, Radio 
Palermo, Radio Florence, The Voice of Amer- 
ica in North Africa (formerly known as Radio 
Algiers) and The United Nations 9 Network. 

For more than a year, CBS has been operat-i 
ing at Delano, California the two new 50 k\v. 
transmitters (KCBA and KCBF) and also the 
giant 200 kw. transmitter, KCBR, all equipped 
with a system of highly directional antennas. 
These transmitters provide a West Coast orig- 
inating base for programs serving our troops 
and our allies in the Pacific and in carrying 
out the program of the occupation of Japan!
